1.  Water  Quality  - A report  prepared  by  Max  Botz,  hydrologist  and  engineer,  of 
Westech  in  Helena  indicates  sev;age  effluent  generated  by  the  proposed  development 
and  disposed  of  in  si±)surface  dxainfields  would  have  an  insignificant  effect 

on  groundwater  quality. 

In  order  to  check  the  effect  the  subdivision  would  have  on  groundwater  quality, 
a condition  of  approval  would  be  that  two  monitoring  v^ells  be  drilled  on  tlie 
north  side  of  the  property.  They  \vOuld  be  at  depths  sufficient  to  sairple  the 
ipper  five  feet  of  water.  Periodic  analysis  for  Cl  (chloride)  and  NO3  (nitrate) 
would  be  required.  It  would  also  aid  in  formulating  the  Deparimient  of  Health 
and  Environmental  Science's  policy  to^/ard  further  subdividing  in  the  area. 

2.  Aesthetics  - Land  in  this  area  is  either  agricultural  or  divided  into  five  (5) 
acre  tracts.  The  division  of  33.7  acres  into  half  acre  tracts  will  result  in 

a visual  impact  thought  to  be  negative  by  many.  To  iminimize  the  inpact  utilities 
will  be  placed  underground.  Due  to  the  gentle  topography  of  the  land  no 
unsightly  cuts  and  fills  will  be  necessary  for  road  construction. 

3.  Historical  etc.  - No  known  historical  or  archaeological  sites  exist  on  this 
property,  but  an  extensive  archaeological  survey  has  not  been  made  to  date. 

4.  Agricultural  or  Industrial  Production  - Most  of  the  property  is  currently  an 
irrigated  hay  meadc.v  seeded  to  grass  and  alfalfa. 

5.  Population  and  Housing  - Land  in  this  area  is  either  agricultural  or  divided 
into  five  (5)  acre  tracts.  The  division  of  33.7  acres  into  half  acre  tracts  will 
result  in  a visual  inpact  thought  to  be  negative  by  many.  To  minimize  the 
impact  utilities  will  be  placed  underground. 


6.  Transportation  - fJhen  the  subdivision  is  completed,  there  will  be  a significant 
impact  on  existing  roads  in  the  area.  The  subdivision  is  expected  to  contain 
51  families  when  fiiLly  developed.  Assuming  6 Average  Daily  Trips  (ADT)  per 
family,  this  would  be  about  300  ATT  over  the  road  to  Dillon.  A double- lane, 
paved  road  is  currently  at  the  southern  road  access  to  the  subdivision.  This 
road  will  be  the  main  access  to  Dillon.  There  is  currently  a single- lane  bridge 
on  this  road  across  the  Beaverhead  River.  There  is  an  alternate  route  which  is 
slightly  longer  and  crosses  the  Beaverhead  River  with  a double- lane  bridge. 
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
